Winged Words 


In 1950-51 Winged Words was published for 
the first time; many of the first issues were sent 
to schools in other states. From these schools, 
Winged Words received much praise, and in 
the spring was on display in the library of 
Columbia University. 

In 1951-52 two issues were published, and 
from these Broughton’s magazine received 
national acclaim in the magazine, Anow How. 

And in 1952-53 the literary magazine, 
Winged Words, was edited for the third year. 
The few students who had worked to make 
Needham Broughton proud of this publication 
were rewarded. 

Early this fall under the direction of the 
editor, Ann Woodward, the staff began to 
read and reread original manuscripts submitted 
by students or by English teachers. Shirley 
Parker, the wirting editor, began to sift out the 
better stories and poems sent to her while 
corresponding secretary, Megan Goodwin, was 
busy answering letters from other schools. Art 
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editors, Edith Rogers and Nicky Stamey, were 
preparing to illustrate the final selections, and 
publicity editor, Miranda Watson, waited to 
put up posters announcing that the first issue 
had been completed. 


After the manuscripts were selected, as- 
sistant editor, Neill McLeod, began to proofread 
the selections and to help the typing editor, 
who was Dorothy Newman. When typists, 
Louise Clark, Sue Sorrell, and Karen Jensen 
had completed the dummy copy, Rita Satisky 
typed the twelve stencils after each story and 
poem had been arranged by Rep Merritt and 
Neal Paris, lay-out editors. Business manager, 
John Lineberger, kept all bills and totaled 
the cost of this first issue of Winged Words. 


The first issue was sent to press, and dis- 
tributed the first of March. Plans were made 
to publish a second edition before the end of 
May, and the entire staff immediately began 
working again.
